Gentlemen:— 


Your Committee on Education beg leave to report as 
follows : 


That on the report of H. Frank Cook, P.S.I., which was 
referred to this Committee, we beg to compliment Mr. Cook 
very highly upon the very able, interesting and detailed 
statement along the lines of Public School work in this 
county. 


We are pleased to note a marked improvement along 
general lines, while a regretable feature of the report is the 
very low average attendance throughout the County, 


We concur with Mr. Cook in the hope that the Truancy 
Act may soon be made more easily workable. 


We would also recommend that this County make use 
of the provision for the Fifth Form Graduation Examination 
with the same Examining Board and expenses as the High 
School Entrance Examinations.
